At the December 18 meet¬ 
ing of the city’s Advisory 
Planning Board (APB), de¬ 
veloper representatives out¬ 
lined plans to build 250 to 
260 condominium units on 
Parcel 15 and the adjoining 
Consolidated Syndicate par¬ 
cel This property is east of 
tl^e Capital Beltway between 
Greenbelt Lake on the north 
and Greenbelt Road on the 
south. The Consolidated par¬ 
cel is at the southern end of 
the strip, between the Belt- 
way and the American Le¬ 
gion Home. 

The APB took no action on the 
proposal, but deferred considera¬ 
tion to their next meeting in or¬ 
der to give residents of the 
Charlestowne North development 
time to consider and comment on 
the proposal. 

The development as proposed 
would require a zoning change 
to allow building condominium 
units. The Charles Bresler prop¬ 
erty (Parcel 15) is presently 
zoned R-55 and the Consolidated 
Syndicate property is zoned RPC, 
according to Ed Gibbs, an attor¬ 
ney representing the developer. 
Together the two parcels make 
up about 29 acres*

At its December 16 reg¬ 
ular meeting, the Greenbelt 
city council moved further 
toward changes in its meet¬ 
ing procedures, discussed 
plans for Roosevelt Center, 
and learned of new plans for 
Beltway Plaza. 

Once again, the city learn¬ 
ed of plans for Beltway Pla¬ 
za by way of a liquor license 
application, this time by 
“The Copa.” The license is 
requested for a conversion of 
the current six-theater com¬ 
plex to a music video estab¬ 
lishment. A hearing on the 
application is scheduled for 
Jan. 23. Mayor Gil Weiden¬ 
feld and Mayor pro tern 
Thomas X. White requested 
further information so that 
the city can t^ke a position. 

Roosevelt Center 

Council discussed, but took no 
action on, two city Advisory 
Planning Board (APB) reports 
on Roosevelt Center. In its re¬ 
port on council's objectives for 
the center, the APB generally 


Also proposed were a ten-acre 
dedication to the city of land 
contiguous to Attick Park and 
Greenbelt Lake, and traffic out¬ 
lets at either end of the develop¬ 
ment, one of which would feed 
into the intersection of Greenbelt 
Road and Lakecrest Drive. 

APB Chairman Bill Wilkerson 
began the meeting with a sum¬ 
mary of past problems in de¬ 
veloping the two properties due 
to constraints such as noise from 
the close proximity to the 
Beltway. He mentioned the 
need for single-family homes 
in the city and past difficulties in 
devising ways to provide them 
on the parcels of land in ques¬ 
tion. Representatives of the Mil- 
ton Company, the contract-pur¬ 
chase developer making the pro¬ 
posal, added that a major water 
main running through the prop¬ 
erty further complicates any sub¬ 
division for single-family homes 
because WSSC will not allow any 
permanent structure over the wa¬ 
ter main. The condominium de¬ 
velopment as proposed would 
have only roads and parking lots 
over the water main, according 
to the presentation made at the 
APB meeting* 

City Concerns 

Gibbs identified five concerns 
expressed in the past by the 
APB and the city council with 


supported those goals. Some com¬ 
ments included opposition to in¬ 
creased parking along Centerway 
and a suggestion that a logo be 
developed for use on signs and 
in advertising. White again stated 
his belief that a public hearing 
should be held on the plan ac*d 
discounted the hearing held dur¬ 
ing the charrette as it was not 
an official public hearing held by 
the city on a specific city action* 
White’s motion for a hearing died 
for lack of a second. Weidenfeld 
expressed his view that a public 
hearing should be held after a 
specific plan for the center is 
developed. Council will take up 
the APB report again when pur¬ 
suing a final plan for the cen¬ 
ter. 

The second APB report dealt 
with owner George Christacos’ 
plan for renovating and expand¬ 
ing the center. APB recommend¬ 
ed against approval of the plan, 
stating that no expansion should 
be pursued until plans are de¬ 
veloped for rehabilitating the 
existing buildings and that the 
proposed donhUV~ ^ 
is too much. Weidenfeld felt that 
to take action beloie (ievfciup.ng 
an overall plan for the center 
■would be unwise. Council, on a 
motion by eouncilmember Edward 
Putens, voted to send a copy of 


respect to the properties proposed 
for development. The concerns in¬ 
cluded 1) an adequate buffer be¬ 
tween the development and the 
lake; 2) a sizeable dedication to 
the city of land near the lake 
and park; 3) the noise levels of 
the Beltway and their effect on 
the development and its resi¬ 
dents; 4) consolidation of the 
development of the two parcels; 
and 5) access and traffic prob¬ 
lems. 

Gibbs and representatives of 
the Milton Company presented a 
plan they said was designed to 
address all of the city's concerns, 
which incluled the parkland dedi¬ 
cation of 10 acres as a buffer be¬ 
tween the development and the 
park, and development as con¬ 
dominiums as a consideration for 
the noise levels from the Belt- 
way. 

W T ilkerson pointed out that the 
APB had previously asked for 
a noise impact study with regard 
to the development proposal. 
Gibbs stated that such a study 
could be provided if indications 
were that the development pro¬ 
posal was looked upon with favor. 

When a representative of the 

Milton Company stated that stud¬ 
ies show that people who choose 
to live in condominiums are not

Council Procedures 

Council reached general agree¬ 
ment on changes to its meeting 
procedures as discussed at its 
work session on November 25. 
The changes will not be final 
until resolutions enacting these 
changes are formally adopted by 
council at a future meeting. 

The agenda will be revised to 
include 1) organization (un¬ 
changed from current proced¬ 
ures)^) communications; 3) or¬ 
dinances and resolutions; and 
4) other business, to be organ¬ 
ized by city staff, subject to re¬ 
vision by council, in order of 
public interest. 

Within the communications 
section, the only change relates 
to the handling of petitions and 
requests. Petitions and requests 
that are received sufficiently far 
in advance for any necessary staff 
work to be completed would be 
listed under other business (not 
petitions and requests), and could 
be acted upon at that meeting. 
Petitions and requests received

Heading Giese’s list was the 
northwest corner of Ridge and 
Crescent on Parcel 8. and second 
on the list was the northeast 
corner of Ridge and Crescent on 
Parcel 7.

White, who also served as a 
county councilman and a state 
delegate, is not plagued by oth¬ 
er problems besides his heart con¬ 
dition, His wife Eileen feels that 
this might give him a better 
chance at a successful implant. 

The Jarvik-7 polyurethane me¬ 
chanical heart has been implant¬ 
ed in eight people. Two are still 
alive. 

As soon as a decision is made 
concerning the 63-year-old White, 
who was taken to Kentucky by 
private plane on Christmas Day, 
Hazle has promised to notify the 
Greenbelt News Review.

Greenbelters packed Mishkan 
Torah Synagogue Friday night, 
December 27 to welcome home 
Rabbi H. Steven Bayar who was 
returning from serving a 15 day 
sentence in the federal peniten¬ 
tiary at Petersburg, Virginia. Ba¬ 
yar was arrested when he and 20 
other rabbis and a Lutheran min¬ 
ister congregated within 500 feet 
of the Soviet embassy- They were 
convicted and then the jail sen¬ 
tence was suspended and a fine 
imposed. Rabbi Bayar and four 
uther rabbis decided to go to jail 
rather than pay the fine in order 
to bring to the attention of the 
public the plight of Soviet Jewry, 
the purpose of their protest. 

After the regular service, Ba¬ 
yar answered questions from the 
audience and talked about what 
he felt was the necessity for 
people to know that Hebrew 
teachers in Russia were being 
persecuted. Since one fifth of the 
world Jews live in Russia, these 
teachers constitute a large group. 

The rabbis had tried to use the 
defense of necessity—that the 
fact that their tradition requires 
them to take steps to help their 
brethren in any way possible. 
Their defense attorney also point¬

too late for staff review would 
be listed under petitions and re¬ 
quests, and if the petitioner is 
present, would be heard before 
petitions from the floor. All pe¬ 
titions (excluding those presented 
as agenda items under Other 
Business) would be subject to a 
five-minute limit with members 
of council being recognized only 
to ask questions or to make a 
motion to defer the item or to 
piace the item on an agenda. 

For each petition or request, 
the council would 1) refer it to 
staff for handling, with the coun¬ 
cil and the petitioner being in¬ 
formed of its disposition; 2) re¬ 
fer to staff, or an advisory board 
or committee for investigation 
with a report being presented at 
a future council meeting; 3) add 
to the agenda of a future council 
meeting; or 4) by motion of 
council, place the item on the 
agenda of the current meeting. 

The stated intention of council 
for these changes is not to act 
upon any petition or request, ex¬ 
cept for cases requiring immedi¬ 
ate action, until council has suf¬ 
ficient information and time to 
review the request. Councilmem- 
ber Antoinette M. Bram noted 
that council members may be 
pressured to act at the initial 
meeting, and worried that the 
decision to act or defer may de¬ 
pend upon political clout. Weid- 
enfeld noted that council would 
have to make these decisions 
based on equity, not clout* 
Council also accepted the idea 
of a consent agenda which would 
group all “noncontroversial” items 
not requiring a roll call vote as 
a single item. The items included 
in the agbnda would be approved 
at the beginning of the meeting, 
with a request by a member of 
the council or the audience suf¬ 
ficient to have an item removed 
from the. consent agenda and 
placed on the regular agenda. 
Action on the consent agenda 
would be the last order of busi¬ 
ness before adjournment. 

In addition, council adopted a 
requirement that the city staff 
notify anyone who has contacted 
the city about a given matter 
whenever that matter is placed

on the agenda. City Manager 
James Giese noted that the city 
does not have the capacity to 
comply in cases of longstanding 
matters such as the Lake Park 
master plan. Weidenfeld suggest¬ 
ed council adopt the change with 
the understanding that the city 
staff will “do its best.” 

Other Actions 

In other actions, council: 

• Accepted the resignations 
of Crime Prevention Committee 
members Rex Smart and Jona¬ 
thon Cykman whose terms expire 
in January and who do not wish 
to be reappointed. Council also 
learned of the upcoming resigna¬ 
tion of Clifton Brown due to a 
job relocation. This leaves the 
committee with four of its seven 
positions vacant. 

• Accepted Public Access and 
Local Origination Committee Re¬ 
port No. 5 which recommends the 
establishment of a nonprofit cor¬ 
poration to oversee public access 
on the cable system. The commit¬ 
tee included suggested bylaws 
and requested that the City So¬ 
licitor assist in drafting articles 
of incorporation, that a regular 
source of funding be established, 
and that the current members of 
the committee become the Board 
of Directors for the new corpora¬ 
tion* 

• Changed the previously au¬ 
thorized city holiday for Martin 
Luther King Jr/s birthday from 
January 15 to the third Monday 
of January to bring the city into 
accordance with the federal holi¬ 
day. This action was passed un¬ 
der a suspension of the rules so 
that it could become effective be¬ 
fore the holiday occurs. 

Accepted staff's opinion 


that the January 1 rate hike by 
Prime Cable of 9.1 percent is in 
line with the 1984 Cable Com¬ 
munications Act and no action is 
possible by the city. 

• Authorize .the purchase of 
two four-wheel-drive vehicles as 
included in the police budget, and 
the purchase of a motor analyzer 
scope for maintenance of police 
vehicles at a price of $15,050 
rather than the $10,000 budgeted. 

• Approved an ordinance to 
make a supplemental appropria¬ 
tion of $23,000 for the purchase 
of police radio equipment to up¬ 
grade the radio system to a two- 
channel system, as recommended 
by the Public Administration 
Service report on the police de¬ 
partment. The ordinance was en¬ 
acted under a suspension of the 
rules so that the purchase could 
be made before a January price 
increase, 

• Approved a two-year ex¬ 
tension of the management agree¬ 
ment for Green Ridge House with 
Community Realty Inc. 

• Contributed $100 to the 
Prince Georges County Crisis 
Outreach Program for a suicide 
prevention center.

as reliant on outside recreation 
as people in townhouses, city 
councilmember Edward Putens 
objected. He said that in 19 years 
as a resident of the city and five 
Shears as a councilmember, “I’ve 
learned a lot about Greenbelt 
people. And Greenbelt people like 
to get outside.” 

When questioned by Putens and 
others on the level of recreation 
facilities shown in the plan, which 
were limited to a swimming pool 
and a possible connecting path 
to the lake, Sharon McCormick 
of the Milton Company indicated 
that facilities such as tennis 
courts were a possibility if want¬ 
ed by the city, but had not been 
included because residents of 
similar developments in other 
areas had shown little interest in 
them. 

The developer representatives, 
in response to a query by Putens 
also expressed a willingness to 
consider the transfer of a strip 
of land near the American Legion 
building to Charlestowne North, 
and also to 'work with covenants 
that would tie development of the 
land to the adequate public fa¬ 
cilities test (in this case, sufficient 
access roads).

mick said that the development 
as proposed would have about 
408 parking spaces. 

APB members and citizens 
present stated that the present 
low level of traffic from Lake- 
crest Drive onto Greenbelt Road 
is caused by the lack of a light* 
and that most people avoid the 
intersection. Concern for the in¬ 
creased traffic in the area was 
voiced and also a concern for the 
stop-and-go nature of traffic on 
Greenbelt Road if another traffic 
signal were to be installed. 

Putens said that the accident 
rate at the intersection is high, 
and asked the developer repre¬ 
sentatives if the developer would 
contribute to the cost of provid¬ 
ing a light if the State Highway 
Administration would allow one, 
McCormick indicated that the 
Milton Company would be willing 
to consider a contribution. 

Milton representatives said that 
the development as proposed 
would have the appearance of 
townhouses, much like a previous 
development by the company at 
Gray’s Point, in Virginia. They 
said the buildings would be no 
higher than three stories and 
would range from $69,000 to 
S90,000 per unit. The develop¬ 
ment as proposed would include 
one bedroom with den and two 
bedroom units.

sites from consideration, indicat¬ 
ing that they were the best sites 
on the list and that the other 
sites have serious problems.

TRY THE LIBRARY 
LIBRARY GETS TDD

The Greenbelt Library has just 
put into service a Telecommuni¬ 
cation Device for the Deaf 
(TDD). This service is made 
possible by a joint donation from 
the Greenbelt Lion’s Club and the 
Greenbelt Lion Belles. The TDD 
machine enables persons with 
hearing or speech impairments to 
piaee and receive calls to other 
parties with TDD equipment. The 
TDD number of the Greenbelt 
Library is 345-0831. 

Although several branch li¬ 
braries in the Prince Georges 
County have had this service for 
a number of years, this will be 
the first time that the Greenbelt 
Branch has had it. The TDD will 
enable the hearing impaired to 
call the library to ask whether 
a book is on the shelf, to place 
reserves, to ask reference ques¬ 
tions, and to inquire about library 
programs. The machine is also 
available to the public to place 
calls to other TDD machines. 
Long distance calls can be made 
when charged to another tele¬ 
phone number, to a telephone 
credit card, or placed collect; lo¬ 
cal calls are free. 

More and more businesses, pub¬ 
lic services, and utilities have 
TDD numbers for the use of their 
deaf customers and the Green¬ 
belt Library has both local and 
international TDD directories.
